On 
the return Fhips might make a slight 
detour to Chile and load nitrate, but 
at $2.r>0 a ton this would not appear 
very attractive. 
From the passenger point of view 
the Panama route would only benefit 
travelers between Europe, the west 
coast of the United States and Aus­ 
tralia. European passengers to Chile 
would arrive just as quickly by go­ 
ing direct to Buenos Ayres and tsk­ 
ing the Trans-Andean railroad.

m ands of the locomotive engineers 
on 
the 
eastern 
railroads were re­ 
ferred, Assistant Grand Chief >1 
W 
Cadie, of the Brotherhood of locom o­ 
tive Engineers, had a conference yes­ 
terday at the Hotel M anhattan with 
P. H. Morrissey, the arbitrage- rep­ 
resenting the engineers. 
“Before he left the city Mr. Cadie 
was asked if, in view' of the fact that 
Oscar S. Straus, chairman of the ar­ 
bitration committee, is now a cand! 
date of the progressive 
part v 
for 
governor of this state, the engineers 
would be satisfied to have him oil the 
arbitration board. 
Ile said that so 
far as the engineers are concerned 
he doesn’t know of a single member 
of the brotherhood wdio would want 
him to resign as arbitrator. 
“ ‘V\e believe,’ he continued, ‘that 
the board will give a fair decision and 
that the engineers did not overstate 
m atters when they made their de­ 
mands. 
I do not believe that tile de­ 
cision of the board, no matte*- what it 
will be, will effect the candidacy of 
Mr. Straus. 
I* is true that there are 
morcf engineer* in the s*a«:» than 
there are railroad officials, but the 
railroads haze 
if 
necessary, 
their 
own way of controling votes of work­ 
ers. 
The question of policies, I be­ 
lieve, will ha^e no weight in the com­ 
ing hearings of the arbitration com­ 
m ittee and I see no reason way Mr. 
Straits should resign from the board 
because he is the candidate af a po­ 
litical party /or governor. 
“ ‘No more fitting choice of an a r 
bitrator could have been made than 
Daniel Willard, president of the Bal­ 
timore & Ohio railroad, who repre­ 
sents the railroads on the arbitration 
committee. 
Mr. Willard rose to his 
present position from the ra* ks of 
the engineers and knows the situation 
better than any other man who could 
have 
been 
chosen. 
The engineers’ 
expect to come out ahead in ‘he arbi­ 
tration of their demands. 
They did 
not pad them and asked no more than 
they 
considered 
themselves 
justly 
entitled to. 
, 
“ ‘When tho hearings are over,* he 
said, ‘I expect it will he proved that 
the engineers did not ask too much 
and that the roads can afford lo pay 
the wages demanded in view cf the 
constant increase in eastern traffic. 
It must be remembered tha» -he lo­ 
comotive engineers are in a ci^ss by 
themselves as workers. 
They have 
no foremen 
;ver them to see that 
they perform their duties thoroughly 
and they ha-*e responsibilities stich 
as few workers have to face. 
They 
must be prepared for sudden em er­ 
gencies calling for prompt action on 
their part to avoid unforeseen acci­ 
dents and are under a nervous strain 
all the time. 
“ ‘All these things will have to be 
taken into consideration. 
They ought 
to be considered of great weight.’ 
“ As to the railroad engineers on 
these roads paying half of the ex­ 
penses of the arbitration proceedings,
